The issue at stake plainly is: will Torrance go forward
to meet the challenge, or will it default on an opportunity to
catch up with itself that may not soon come again?

More than one worthwhile candidate or issue has been
forsaken at the polls by eligible voters who forgot or didn’t
even hother because they thought their vote wasn't needed.

In voting favorably on both propositions, at next Tues-
day’s special election, every vofer has an opportunity to ac-
quire for himself some very fine and lasting benefits. The
city needs and can afford a new city hall and police station
at once, and it needs ground space for the eventual develop-
ment of an adequate civic center. The youth of this dynamic
community need every available worthwhile facility that will
contribute to their wholesome development. The swimming
pool is one answer and the city can afford it.

Don’t think your vote isn't needed next Tuesday. Con-
sider it your duty to go to the polls and place a resounding
stamp of approval on the efforts of those civic leaders who
are building a greater Torrance.

also “win a margin in the House.” The Vice President brushed
off the Democratic charge that he had, as a senator, voted
against ten measures the President had later sponsored as
indication of their “complete lack of issues,” The Democrats,
he thought, “are getting hysterical and swinging wildly.”

This sounds rather different than Mr, Nixon's earlier
(and sound) advice to his party to “run scared.” And it must
be a little confusing to the party leaders around the country
who are viewing with alarm, chewing their fingernails and
generally reporting public apathy and light registrations.

But Mr, Nixon seems pretty sure that if the President
makes one extra speech about his program and his need of
Congressional support in putting it through, this will over-
come what GOP observers report as a new, dangerous and
growing public belief that a Republican Administration and a
Democratic Congréss might not be a bad thing,

And Mr. Nixon may be right, since he has also hinted
this last Presidential campaign speech may be made in or near
Washington, In spite of all the news reports of how much
work President Eisenhower has done at his Lowry Air Force
Base office, the millions of voters to whom a vacation is two
weeks out of 52, will not consider their President is back on
the job until he returns to the White House, Psychologically,
a vacationing President is not a fighting President, It is only
human to think: “If he isn't worried, why should I be?”

DEFENSIE COUNSEL OFTEN
UNJUSTLY CRITICIZED
1If you de not provide for

the proper defense of all who

are accused of crime, then the
innocent, when falsely accused,
have no way to prove their in-
nocence, So under our law we
look on & man as innocent ‘un-
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til he is found guilty under
proper court proceedings,

From thig it follows that
all of us have the right to be
represented by a lawyer, Since
the lawyer has a duty to rep-
resent you, much criticism of
him is unjust,

Should a lawyer defend per-
sons in court if he knows or
thinks they have done the
acts of which they are accus-
ed? Yes. The worst criminal
has a right to a fair trial
This he cannot have unless a
lawyer sees that he has a
fair jury and that it hears
only lawful evidence against
him,

Sometimes the defense coun-
sel arouses public feeling by
hig sincere efforts to see that
his client has every proper le-
gal safeguard, The public may
misunderstand these legal
moves, For the public they
seem to be an unethical effort
to defeat justice, by delay or
by taking advantage of cer-
tain “technicalities,"

Attorneys should tell people
that It is one of our basic
democratic rights to be con
sidered {nnocent until legal ev-
idence proves our guilt beyond
a res ble doubt,

As you read this, Russia is
beaming 56 hours of propa
ganda a day Into Southeast
Asfa from Indo-China to Sin.
gapore, Thig compares with
only five hours from the
Voice of America, If radio
publicity and repetition sells
soap and cigarettes . , . and
political aspirants this season
.. . it also sells Communism
for Russia in the hot-spots of
the world, If all Indo-China
goes Red, which ig likely, you
can glve much of the credit
to “Radio Moscow and Radio
Peiping.”

Every major nation fin the
world has an official “Radlo
Voice,” like the ‘Voice of
America,” The largest and
most extenslve is Russia's, For
simplicity call it “Radio Rus-
sia,” although it comes under
the names “Radio Moscow,”
“Radio Vladivostok,” “People’s
Voice,” ete, and broadcasts 88
hours per day around the
world. On my last, as well as
all my trips around the world,
“Radio Russia” was heard by
me without a break from Fin.
land to Formosa. The best
the U. 8, can do against this
“Voice of Falsehood” is only
28 hours per day.

Russla spends over $250,000,
000 on its “Voice,” while we
gpend a measly $18,000,000 on
the “Voice of America,” for
overall propaganda Russia
spends over a -billion dollars,

* while the U. 8, budget for the

United 8tates Information
agency is only §77,000,000, Rus-
sla spends more for jamming
U, 8. broadcasts than we
spend for all broadcasting, This
in a nutshell is one,of the im-
portant reasons why Commun-
ism hag made such inroads all
over the world, To make mat-
ters worse, a shortsighted Con.
gress this year, instead of dou-
bling or trebling the USIA
budget, reduced it, cutting
over $3,000,000 from the 1953
appropriation of the “Voice of
America” alone,

came the radio branch of this
new agency, Indifference and
public apathy toward Comrau-

To atfempt to do all this on
a budget of $77,000,000 against
a Ruseian budget of 1 billlon
dollars is ridiculous and im-
possible.

tor of USIA, who sits with the
National Security Council re.
porting directly to the Presi-
dent,
